SECRETARY'S NOTES 


1. Unless objection is raised by a member at the next regular 
meeting of the IAC, the Secretary proposes to release to USIA 
NIE 100-7-55, "World Situation and Trends," and NIE 43-55, 


"The Prospects for the Chinese Nationalist Government," both dated 
1 November 1955, 


2. No objection having been raised by a member, the Secretary 
has authorized release to USIA of SNIE 30-3-55, "Probable Conse- 


quences of the Egyptian Arms Deal," 12 October 1955 (IAC-M-216, 
18 October 1955, Secretary's Notes, Item 2). 
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3. The Board of National Estimates and the IAC representatives 
agreed on 26 October 1955 to cancel NIE 65-2-55, "Short-Term 
Political Outlook in Indonesia." Unless objection is raised by a 
member at the next regular meeting of the IAC, this estimate will 
be dropped from the estimates schedule (IAC-M-215, 11 October 
1955, Secretary's Notes, Item 1). 


4. All the IAC members concurred in IAC-D-6/11.2, "Release 
to SHAPE and SACLANT Headquarters of Estimates of Indications 
of Soviet Military Aggression," as a basis for reply to SACEUR's 
request, . 
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8. The Board of National Estimates recommends that a Post- 
Mortem is not required on NIE 100-7-55, "World Situation and 
Trends,'' 1 November 1955, This estimate is highly speculative, 
and intelligence deficiencies concerning the countries and areas 
of the world covered in the NIE have been noted previously. No 
Post-Mortem will be undertaken, therefore, except at the request 
of a member at the next regular meeting of the IAC. 
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
